AN APPEAL 
FOR SUPPORT 
BY PRINCE 
SIHANOUK 


Geneva, May 16. 
The Geneva conference 
for the settlement of 
the Laotian problem 
opened tonight, four 
days late, with a ring- 
ging appeal by. Prince 
Norodom _ Sihanouk, 
Chief of State of Cam- 
bodia, for world sup- 
port of an Austrian- 
type neutrality for a 
unified, independent 


and reconciled Laos. 

The long-awaited meeting 
began despite oa boycott by the 
Royal Laotian Government of 
Vientiane headed by Prince 
Boun Oum, and despite the ab- 
sence of Thailand and South 
Vietnam delegations, which had 
not yet arrived in Geneva. 

Sihanouk, who had been a 
leading sponsor of the con= 
ference, arrived dramatically in 
Geneva only an hour ond a half 
before, the opening which had 
been delayed for him. 


Stressed 

Prince Neredom's inaugural 
address siressod his view that 
“the immense majority of 
Laotinns hope for nothing sv 
much as tu Ilve in peace, with- 
out foreign influences”. 

He sold he would not go into 
whet he called “the errors 
committed In Lays — above all 
by those whe presented them- 
selves aos friends and supporters 
of the Laotian people.” 

As Buddhists, he said,. his 
people condemned any partition 
plan because “it would tear 
apart a Ilttle people and offer 
them up in shreds to the op- 
petite of the giants.” He also 
said [t was impractical “be- 
cause the Pathct Lao is present 
everywhere including In zones 
which It does not yet occupy.” . 

Prince Norcdom appealed to 
“our powerful friends of both 
camps” to encourage the union of 
Laotians, to keep in mind at tha 
conference a spirit of “fair 
play,” and to leave aside ony 
attempts to compare the merits 
of two ideologics—AFP, 
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free,

“It is dificult for us to assist 
Laos so long as internal respect 
for law and legal Institutions is 
defied," Lord Home sald. 

Secondly, Laos must be free 
from international pressures. 

Laos was jn a difficult geo- 
e@raphica! position. It lay be- 
tween countries. attached to 
rival systems. 

Lord Home called for es 
tablishment of genuine net~ 
trality of Laos and getting every 
one to respect it. 

If this could be established 
then temptation to interfere in 
its internal affairs would be 
removed. 

He said that the first require- 
ment In any agreement was a 
pledge by the Laotians them- 
selves that their government 
would pursuc a policy of neu- 
trality and a pledge by all coun- 
tries at the conference that they 
would respect it. 

On cconomic, matters Lord 
Home said that the ceonomy of 
Laos was scarcely developed at 
all. They should not turn 
economle sid into a tug-of-war 
between powers, ‘ 

Finally, Lord Home sald that 
machinery for supervision and 
control set up in 1954 might 
not have achicved all its pury 
poses, Thty should consider 
whether control and supervision 
machinery could not be im- 
proved and how. it could best 
be developed to be a source of 
atsIstance and strength to any 
future government of Laos, 

Lord Home sald that as In the 
1954 conference. nelther the in- 
vitations to this conference noc 
pattleipation of any delegation 
in it could be regarded os im- 
plying recogniton in any case 
where Jt had not been previouz- 
ly accorded.—Reuter.
